TARSHEY'’S sTORY. 


His Life Was Saved. by Pleading With 
His Captors. 


Derven, Colo, June 2%3.—Gen. Tarsney 
arrived here this evening from Palmer Lake. 
His story of his experiences differs from that 
related by the hackmen, only that it is 
more detailed. Dufing the day phy- 
sicians attended him and suc- 
ceeded in removing every particle of the 
coal tar and from his neck Gown there re- 


mains no trace of his experiences beyond an 


occasional abrasion of the skin. His face 
is inflamed and dlistered because of 
the kindly intended services of a woman who 
removed the tar from the face, neck and 
hair by the use of coal oll. 

After Onding himself surrounded by the 
kidnappers.in the office of the hotel he was 
informed that he was to be killed. He 
wrote to the members of his family that he 
was informed that there was no time to 
waste. He was then hustled into 
the hack and hurried away. When 
open country had been reached his captors 
took him from the hack to a place greatly re- 
moved from the road. The masked men 
with oaths and inmiprecations, formed a 
circle about himand again he was informed 
that he was to be killed. At the 
suggestion of the leader every 
man who telt so. disposed toid 
the General what they proposed 
to do with him, why they proposed to do it 
and their opinions of him. He was accused 
of waging war against the mine owners and 
the deputies, he was accused of handling the 
State troops in the interest of the 
strikers; he was accused of issu- 
ing an order to the troops 
to fre upon the deputies from the twelve 
pounders and finally he was accused of in- 
directly being the cause ofthe death of the 
Geputies that were Killed during the Bull 
Hill campaign. For this they proposed to 
kill him. Every humiliating epithet that 
profanity and obscenity could suggest was 
hurled against him. When all these who 
wished had had their say, Tarsnhey 
was given an opportunity to speak to them. 

PLEADED FOR HIS LIFE. 

Without a thought other than that 
he was in the presence of death but deter- 
mined to make every use of his only 
weapons, argument and persuasién, that his 
ute might be spared to his family, he 
pleaded as he had never done in court, He 
rehearsed the entire situation during the 
time the troops and deputies were in the 
field. He explained t to them that he was not 
in command of the troops, but that Gen. 
Brooks was in command under 
Waite, the commander in chief.

Two Hundred Men Entombed and 
Eighty Probably Killed.

CARDIFF, Wales, 
formation from Pont-y-Pridd, 
gan, is to the effect that 
eighty men were killed in 
rible explosion thié afternoon in the 
Albion Colliery, near that place. Great ex- 
citemert prevails, as fully 300 men were in 
the mine at the time. A searching party 
with lamps has descended the shaft. 

It is stated that most of the entombed are 
timberers, laborers, haulers and rippers. 4 
dosen or more boys are also among the 
number. Late to-night some of the 
rescuers came to the surface and re- 
port that they had penetrated into ithe mine 
for a distance of 100 yards from the bottom 
ofthe shaft and had found five men alive, 
but dadiy injured. They also found thirteen 
men who had been kuled. 

This information spread rapidly among the 
crows at the pit’s mouth and the excitement 
arewin intensity. Those who had friends 
Or relatives in the mine asked with eager, 
Strained faces if they were among the dead. 
Of course, no news could be vouchsa fed 
then, as the mine officials did not know the 
names of the killed and many of the bodies 
were so badly burned that identification by 
the rescuing parties, under the dim iMght of 
their lamps, was impossibie. The five men 
were brought up the shaft as soon as possi- 
ble and the Goctors whe were present dia 
everything in their power to alleviate their 
sufferings. . 1 

Shortly atter the e Mve men werd 
brought up, the bodies of those fonpa near 
them were raised to the sp and placed | 
in “a shed near tie ont t the p:i.

TWENTY BROUGHT OUT. 

While the crowd was. assembled about the 
shedtwenty men and boys in a sem'i-con- 
scious Condition were drought up. They had 
apparentiy not deen injured by the explo- 
sion, bat had inhaled tne after-damp. Had 
they not been found when they were there is 
no doubt taat they would have all been suffo- 
cated, 


As the night advanced the impression 
grows that the loss of life will be greatly in 
excess of the first estimates. The rescuers 
who have cometo the surface report that 
they have seen a number of bodies so pihned 
under the debris that it is impossible 
as yet to extricate them. They also 
say that, judging from the apearance 
of the faces of the bodies that death in many 
instances was caused by the dreaded after. 
damp. This gas is bindgering the work 
of the rescuers, fans as yet not 
having succeeded in freeing the it 
ofit. In the further workings, the ventila- 
tion of which has been almost completely 
destroyed, the gas must be present in large 
quantities, and this fact mitigates against 
—— hope of saving the men imprisoned 
there. 


MORE BODIES DISCOVERED. 

(a. m.—More bodies were discovered and 
brought outafter midnight. Many of them

BUT HIS AMENDMENTS WERE VOTED 
Dow AS FAST 48 OFFERED. 


Every Attempt to Materially Change the 


Measure se Beported to the Senate 


Fatled—A Passage Between Hill 
and Vest— he Income Tax Vote Goes 
Over Until To-Merrow—Detailed Pro- 
ceedings of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 23.—Mr. Hm, 
who delights in surprises, came forward in 
the Senate to-day as the champion of a 
proposition affecting Mr. Cleveland. He car- 
rted himself with an air that greatly inter- 
ested his audience, and he carried his point 
with ease. 

Mr. Vest had just accepted a suggestion 
whereby Mr. Hoar exempted the salaries ol 
United States Judges from the operation of 
the income tax. Mr. Hill at once proposed 
that the salary of the President of the United 
States be also exempted. Turning to Mr. 
Vest, he said that the present occupant of 
the White House was a citizen of his (Hul's) 
State, and that therefore he felt justified 
in making the request. Mr. Vest smiled,and 
looked hard at Mr. Hill, as if suspecting him 
of perpetrating a joke. Seeing, however, 
thatthe New York Senator wasin earnest, 
Mr. Vest arose and said that as it would 
likely be a long time before another citi- 
sen of New York was called to the Presidency 
he felt lise accepting Mr. Hill’s proposition. 

is was a fair shot, and Mr. Hill joined in 
tie laughter that followed. As quick asa 
Hash, however, he retorted: ‘‘Yes, and if the 
taxation here proposed is kept up, it will be 
a long time before a Democrat from any 
quarter oecupies the White House. 

Mr. Vest in turn acknowledged the corn 
by smiling and bowing and then accepted 
Mr. Hill’s amendment. This incident put 
the Senate in great good humor. Mr. Hill’s 
manner throughout was entirely serious, 
but the longer the Senators contempla ted 
the fact of his moving to exempt Mr. Cleve- 
land’s salary from assessment under the in- 
come tax the more exquisite appeared the 
irony of the performance, and thelr appre- 
ciation of the hit was undisguised, — gal- 
leries applauded. 

Mr. Hill had filled the stage Pa the be- 
ginning of the discussion. Taking the floor 
at 10:30, he had spoken for two hours in re- 
ply to the epeeches made yesterday in advo- 
cacy of the income tax. He had defended 
New York against the attacks of Mr. Alien, 
and then turning the tables on that Senator, 
he had scored the Populist Administrations 
in Colorado ana Kansas. He had spoken with 
fre and -emphasis, but conscious all along 
that his words would not affect the situation 
in the Senate. 

When the time came for voting on amend- 
ments, Mr. Vest withdrew the amendment 

e offered yesterday lowering the exemption 
sum to $3,000. He gave no reason for this 
action, but it was understood to have grown 
out of serious objection on the Democratic 
side of the chamber. 

ALL KNOCKED OUT. 

Mr. Hill then began, according to the no- 
tice he had already given, to take the sense 
of the Senate on the question of lowering 
the exemption figure. He first proposed 
$1,000, and this was rejected by a vote of 18 to 
42, as follows:

THROUGH leakages in the Grand-jury the 
people are fully informed of the state of 
the investigation of the Collector's office. 
They know enough of the evidence which 
bas been laid before the Grand-jury and 
the unusual circumstances connected with 
the inquiry to understand the situation. 
That body has a duty to perform from 
which it cannot draw back now. If it 
fails in this duty the next Grand-jury will 
probably do more than complete the In- 
vestigation of the Collector's office. Some 
points in connection with the present in- 
quiry may demand attention. 


PENSION REFORM. 


Whatever may be thought of the Cleve- 
land Administration in other respects, it 
will be generally admitted that in the 
Pension Bureau it is a success. 

In his last report Commissioner Raum 
estimated a deficiency for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1804, of $15,000,000, which 
would run the expenditures up to 0, - 
000,000. Commissioner Lochner announces 
that not only will there be no deficiency, 
but that the bureau will have §25,000,000 
to return to the Treasury, making a total 
saving of $40,000,000. 

This enormous sum marks the difference 
between a policy of profligacy and fraud 
and one of wise economy and honesty. 
Under the present law, saddied upon the 
country by the Reed Congress at the be- 
hest of monopolists whose profits depend 
upon high taxation, the cost of pensions is 
beyond allreason. This, however, must 
be paid, and the best that can be done is 
toso administer the profligate law as to 
minimize ‘the cost ofit. This has been 
done, and we may expect further savings 
in future if the present policy is con- 
tinued. 

Against such a policy no right-minded 
citizen can complain. All acknowledge 
the expediency and justice of liberal pen- 
sions to the veterans, but to throw away 
money tothe undeserving is to discredit 
the law and insult the old soldiers by put- 
ting them on the same footing with bum- 
mers and frauds. As at present adminis- 
tered the Pension Bureau should command 
universal respect.

DECREASING VIOLERCE, 


There are some who infer from violence 
incident to such general strikes as have 
occurred recently that the country is go- 
ing to the dogs and that civilization is a 
failure. 

But it is a mistake and a pernicious one. 
In the last ten or fifteen years this country 
has passed through several of the most ex- 
tensive strikes in history, but in spite of 
the increase in their extent and duration 
there has been a decrease inthe disorder 
occasioned by them. 

This is a fact, and it cannot be success- 
fully challenged by those who say we are 
being ‘‘ruined by foreigners, when they 
really mean that they think the American 
spirit is becoming too powerful among the 
masses. 

In almost every case of violence con- 
nected with strikes in this country the 
faultis clearly traceable to the incompe- 
tence, the blunders or treachery of the 
authorities. When at Bevier,in Missouri, 
a Sheriff allows the contending parties in 
a strike to carry on a war of a year’s dura- 
tion, it is far more the fault gf the Sheriff 
than of either operators or employes. In 
this, ae in almost every other case, the 
first show of a decided intention to enforce 
the law at any coat results in immediate 
submission. 

Where labor is not owned by capital, the 
laborer must get his experience and pay 
for it. In no otherqway can he become fit 
for larger freedom and greater enjoyment 
of life,. “Pie great movettients ‘of workers

A WASP’S MORALITY. 


In a recent comparison of the habits of 
wasps and bees, Grant Allen declared 
with more seriousness than appears on the 
surface that the much praised bee is more 
immoral than the generally detested wagp, 
because the wasp does not murder his ro- 
lations by wholesale as does the bee when 
they become useless non-earners, a charge 
upon the community. 

It is not a fair comparison, however, for 
if the worker bees do kill the drones with- 
out mercy;if the newly hatched queen 
bee does at once use her sting in disposing 
of all her rivals, the same principle gov- 
erns among all the lower animals, wasps 
included. In spite of all attempts to trace 
in their lives the operations of our ideas of 
morality and justice, the fact remains at 
the end that their instincts of morality 
correspond with oursonly in exceptional 
cases. 

We have no right to say it is immoral 
for the female spider to eat the male, for 
the worker bee to kill the drone, for the 
wasp to sting those who interfere with it, 
for one animal to prey on another from 
the lowest up to man, whom we consider 
the highest, though judged by the stand- 
ards we attempt to apply in passing judg- 
ment on the rest he is the most destructive 
of all beasts of prey. 

At our present stage of intelligence it is 
impossible to find an explanation which 
will recontile such facts to the sense of 
justice which men have already developed, 
but that such an explanation will be forth- 
coming as a result of increasing intelli- 
gence there is every reason to believe. 

Thus far neither religion nor science has 
suggested it exceptin suggesting the un- 
reliability of our ideas of death and pain, 
but it will come Ap time for it is called for 
by the most deép-seated and powerful in- 
stinct of our nature—the desire to recon- 
olle all facts of external nature with our 
own conscience and sense of order.

Tue action of the Finance Committee of 
the Senate in reducing the exemption of 
incomes subject to tax to $3,000 is inde- 
fensible. The exemption should be raised 
to $5,000 and the principle of graduation 
introduced so that the very large incomes 
might pay a larger proportion than the 
smaller. Men who enjoy not more than 
$5,000 usually earn it, and they pay prac- 
tically the same amount of indirect tax as 
the multi-millionaires. The virtue of a 
properly adjusted income tax is that it 
reaches surplus wealth or the profits of 
monopoly or privileges which are not due 
to thrift, labor or investments of actual 
capital. For this reason the smaller in- 
comes should be entirely exempt. The 
proposed amendment is anwise, inexpe- 
dient and unjust.

$50,000,000 bond issue. The drain is expected 
to continue, and unlessthe New York banks 
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advance the gold for shipment, the reserve 
at the end of the fiscal year, June 80, will be 
less than $60,000,000. The New York banks, 
according to the recordsin the office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, held about 
$80,000,000 in gold coin and Treasury certifi- 
cates rodeema dle in gold, about $36,000,000 of 
which isin coin. The advances made for to. 
day’s shipment will reduce their gold hold- 
ings, but itis believed by Treasury officials 
thatasthe last statement shows that the 
New York banks hada reserve fund 15 per 
cent in excess of be required amount, they 
can afford to ald “Treasury in meeting the 
demands for shipment during the coming. 
week. Chicagéd tanks make 4 creditable 
showing in the ‘May report, their reserve 
fund exceeding the fixed requirement by 16 
percent. The Chigago banks hold $20,300,000 
in gold, Dut no offerto help the Treasury 
in the present emergency has been received. 

And in this connection it should be stated 
that, while New York accepted about $44,000, . 
000 of the recent bond issue, the Chicago 
banke made offers for only $22,800,000. Comp- 
troller of the Currency Eckles is in Chicago 
and has had severalconferences with the 
bankers of that city daring the past week. 

Chicago’s reluctance to take any bonds 

furnishes little ground for hope that the 

Treasury will receive any assistance from 

that quarter. 

The treasury officials, ho have been fig- 
uring on the recent shipmentsof gold, de- 
clare that they have not deen caused by the 
usual conditions which call for gold exports 
to settle balances of trade. The withdrawals 
during last summer’s panic were due to the 
fear abroad that this Government tatended 
to continue the monthly purchases of silver 
for coinage, but the exports during the height 
of that exiting period were less than bas 
been demanded during the past four 
months. 

No small factor in causing the great reduc- 
tion in the gold reserve has deen the delay in 
passing the tariff bill, Since the first of Jan- 
uary the falling off iu imports has been so 
great thatthe customs receipts have been 
Giminished fully one-halfas compared with 
the returns of the corresponding month last 
year. The deficit for the current fiscal 
year, which ends on June 98, will 
not be far short of $80,000,000, and to 
meet the appropriations it has been found 
necessary to dip heavily into the reserve. 
Had no tariff bill been under consideration, 


with the effect of disturbing our foreign 
trade, the deficit would not have exceeded 
the estimate made by Secretary Carlisle in 
December last, which was $28,000,000. The 
difference between this and the actual deficit 
represents a demand on the reserve of prox- 
imately $50,000.00. The gold shipments 
since Jan, i would not have decreased the 
old reserve more than $40,000,000, so that 
to-day, had the revenue receipts not been 
creased, the balance of gold would now 
stand at about $70,000,000: | 

The unsettied confition of our impo 
trade and the conseqgent decrease in cus- 
toms have played au important part in 
bringing on the present emergency. But 
there is still another difficulty that has 
helped materially to make the present situa - 
tion fully as serious it was when Donds 
were issued in January The abundance 
of money in New York and the prevailing low 
rate of interest have had their effect. 
Treasury experts, who have observing 
the causes ofthe drain on our gold, believe 
that the fact that money can be borrowed in 
New York on Amerteah securities at lper. 
‘cent Of interest has led tothe extraordinary 
demand for export during the six 
months. It is believed that this a nts in 

reat part forthe fact that the New York

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NEAR THE END. 
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The Coal Minera’ Strike Sinking in 
Importance, 


IT IS PROBABLE ALL MINES WILL RE- 
SUME THIS WEEK. 


Troops at Walston Disgusted and Will 
Return Home In Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Kentucky and Illinois 
Four-fifths of the Miners Have Re 
turned—In Other States the Differences 
Are Feine Fast Adjusted—Higher 
Prices in Coal the Result of the 
Strikes. 


The strike of coal mine operatives ig no 
longer national in extent and has lost the 
features that at one time made the move- 
ment a matter of national importance. The 
week now closed finds it narrowed down to 
individaal local contests between the opera- 
tors and operatives of certain mines, without 
the force of concentrated action throughout 
the couutry and devoid of further menace to 
the general coal supply. 

The situation to-day is as follows: 

In Ohio, according to the report of Pres- 
dent McBride of the Miners’ National Organ- 
ization, four-fifths of the striking miners 
have resumed work at the Columbus scale of 
wages. The national organigation is stand- 
ing out no longer; opposition now comes 
from the State Association alone, 

In Pennsylvania work has been resumed in 
most of the mines on a settlement accepting 
the Columbus scale of wages. . 

This ig also true of West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky and Hunois. 

In Missouri work has Deen resumed at Ard- 
more, but the miners are still out at Bervier. 

Kansas bas not deen materially affected by 
the strike at any time during its progress. 

In Indiana the majority of the miners have 
accepted the Columbus scale, this being es- 
pecially true of the Brazil bDiock coal dis- 
trict. ee 

‘Of the Illinois mines work hag deen rex 
sumed at Princeton, Staunton, Minark, 
Nashville, Taylorville, Fairburg and Tren- 
ton, 

The Pennsylvania situation in detail is that 
six mines in the fourth pool, Pittsburg §dis- 
trict, have resumed, and is thought that all 
will resume this week. 

Trouble still exists at Altoona, Pa., and at 
Frostburg, Md., and the troops are on duty 
in those districts. 

The general coal supply is still low, as 
there bas not yet sufficient time elapsed 
since resumption of work for the increased 
output to be materially felt. 

Of the mines operated by the Consolidated 
Coal Co. of St. Louis, from which st. Loui 
receives most ofits coal, work has already 
been resumed at Staunton, as stated, and 
President Ridgely of that company an- 
nounced during the past week that prepara- 
tions were being made to resume work in all 
their mines. 

This showing indicates how nearly at ab 
end the coal strike is as a national distur- 
bance,

Gamiest of Fresh Water Fish, | 


Brainy, Capricious and Shy. 
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POINTS ron AMBITIOUS  ANGLERS, 


* 0 
Written for the SuxpaY Post-DisPratTca, 

The wisest fish that swims in American 
waters is the black bass. There is a certain 
dignity about him that commands admira- 
tion, while every experienced angler has 
learned to hold his prudence and sagacity in 
wholesome respect, Above all, be is a mag- 
nificent fighter, and when hooked never falls 
to make a splendid battie for liberty and life. 
The Diack bass season is now open. 

If you are looking for bass in a lake you 
must pick out an area where the bottom is 
clean and stony—the larger the rocks the 
better. From twelve to twenty feet of water 
is about the right depth, for the bass loves 
free running ground as well as convenient 
hiding places. 

A running stream will present a variety of 
characteristics if it be a natural habitation 
ofthe bass. Shallow water tumbling over 
pebbles, well-shaded pools, small torrents 
which lash themseives into foam stretches 
of placid surface and ample depth, rocky 
ahd muddy bottom alternating, deep holes, 
secluded corners protected by hixh banks 
and overhanging trees—these are the feat- 
ures of which an ever-changing succession 
eonstitutes a bass stream. 

You cannot learn such ds <treamin a day. 
You mast know the favorite haunts of the 
bass, and, what is equally important, the 
approaches thereto. Forif yoa come upon 
him obtrustyely his suspicions will at once 
be aroused and you will utterly fall to coax 
him into ‘‘biting.’’ He may show alarm 
and dart like lightning to regions unknown, 
or he may edge off with calm disdain and 
quietly ignore every temptation of bait or 
fy. He has noconfidence whatever in the 
good intentions of any human being. 

So you must come upon him in ambush, for 
if fie once sees you the jig is up.“ I have 
walked along the high bank of such a stream 
as has been described, and have seen a drove 
offine fellows, weighing from two to four 
pounds sach, moving in slow, stately pro- 
cession over a stony bottom in four of five 
feet of water. I have stepped back from 
their view, walked up stream 200 feet, en- 
tered the water softly and waded with the 
utmost caution toward the coveted prizes, 
throwing baitorfiy forty feet ahead, with 
They had seen me on 
the bank and immediately made up their 
minds that mischief wasinthe air. When I 
returned to my former post of observation 


on the high bank they were swimming about 
— Fi same place with unrumed tran- 
quilit 

To — the black bass, then, you must 
fool him. This is much easier on a cloudy 
Gay than in bright suniight. The first ro- 

ulsite is to keep out of sight. A bush, or a 

ence, Or a tree, or a growth of tall grass 
may prove sufficient for concealment while 
Oshing from the bank. Throw your bait 
gently, whether it be minnow, frog,crawfsh, 

éeligramite or grasshopper. "Let it strike as 
nearly as possibile in the right place the first 
time, for too many casts in rapid succes- 
sion may create a disturbance fatal to suc- 
cess. 

If there is a swift current immediately 
above the ground where you think your 
prize is lurking, throw your baited hook 
there and let it float down. If your intended 
victim is feeding he will not fall to discover 
the proffered morsel, and if he likes its looks 
he will take it. 

The bait must be alive and asa rule noth- 
ima is Detter than a vigorous chub minnow. 
It should he hooked through the front edges 
of the lips, so that it may smim about freely. 
A heligramite should be hooked directly 
through the body midway Detween head and 
tall in orver that he may squirm with some 
semblance of nature. Acrawfish should be 
hooked through the tall, as that is where the 
bass seizes him. Hook a frog through the 
hind leg, and you will not bamper his natural 
mode of locomotion. 

Remember that a bait that looks and acts 
like nature is above all things essential. 
Grasshoppers seem to furnish an exception. 
You can impale three or four of them on 
your hook in all sorts of positions, and the 
disorderly mane of heads, legs, wings and 
bodies will prove very tempting—if your fish 
happens to cin a mood for grassboppers. 

For the Dass always knows what he wants. 
His appetite is variable, his taste Nan 
and bis whims unaccountable. So it 16 w 
when fishing for dlaek bass, to provide a 
somewhat veried bill of fare, for you can 
never tell whether a lively minnow,a squirm- 
ing heligramite, a sprawling crawfish, a 
little green frog or a Kicking grasshopper 
will prove the most killing bait. 

If you are not experienced in fishing for 
black Dass, you may not Know that they sel- 
dom take the Dait witha jerk. If, when 
stili-fshing, you see your line s slowly and 
steadily move away, give it plenty of slack, 
and let it travel ten or twelve feet. The bass 
does not swallow his prey immediately on 
seizing it, but adjusts it in his mouth while 
swimming. Give uim four or five seeonds’ 
time. and then by a quick pull endeavor to 
set the hook in his jaw. - 

Having succeeded in this, keep cool. Your 
captive will mace a desperate fight, and if 
you attempt to conquer him at once some- 
thing will break. Your rod may snap, or 
perhaps 20 feet of your line will part com- 
— with you forever, Humor the fellew, 

eeping the line just taut and the rod up- 
right, so oe — spring will accommodate 
itself to the lan the straggling fish.

A Pashwar Fakir Who Could 
Sooth Venomous Reptiles. 


STRANGE POWER OVER SERPENTS 


Written for the SUNDAY Posr-DIsPratTcr. 


The most wonderful performance with 
snakes thatI ever saw was given by a man 
who called himself the Fakir of Pashwar. 
He came to New York in 1879, avowedly from 
Calcutta, to give public exhibitions. He 
claimed to be a Parse 
have occult power over the whole 
ophidia. He spoke very little English, 
but he had a woman who traveled with 
him and who claimed to be his daughter, 
who spoke the language intelligently and 
who had been taught by himto give exhibi- 
tions of snake charming and the usual 
mountebank tricks with the constrictors. 
The man was a good deal of a fraud, and was 


unquestionably a low caste Oriental adven- A 


turer, but he certainly had some kind of 
mysterious influence over the whole serpent 
family, which none of us was ever able to 
explain. He got an engagement with a 
traveling menagerie to show off the boas in 
the ring, and the woman traveled with him. 

I met the showin Des Moines, Io., and be- 
came interested inthe mah simply because 
I had been makinga study of serpentology. 
It happened that the menagerie got in some 
kind of financial difficulty while in Des 
Moines, an attachment for anold debt was 
served upon the effects of the show, and 
among the things seized by the Sheriff was 
the box of snakes containing two fifteen- 
foot African boas, four anacondas and a 


python. 

When the Sheriff took the box it was trans- 
ferred ona dray very carefully to a small 
store-house near the depot and adjoining a 
second-class hotel which was then there.

THE HUMAN HAIR INDUSTRY. 


The Preparation of It fer Market Employs 
Maur Persons in Paris. 
From Les Annales Indastrielles. 

From an industrial and artistic point of 
view Paris is the center of the fine manufac- 
ture of prepared haman hair. Of course the 
reference here is to woman's hair, for man’s 
hair is worthless for any industria) purpose. 
Aside from the houses that manufacture ex- 
clusively for the export trade, the city num- 
bers about 2,000 hairdressers and 6,000 work- 


men, about half of whom are engaged in the 
manufactare properly so called. e source 
of supply of the hair may be divided into 
three categories. The hair of the first cate- 
gory is furnished by foreign countries, India 
and Ohina being the largest suppliers. This 
hair is exclusively black and gray, and comes 
in boxes, carefully packed. In addition to 
these countries, Italy, Spain, Germany and 
Russia supply small quantities. 

The hair from India and China undergoes 
quite a lengthy preparation. It is frst 
matched, sorted and combed, and then im- 
mersed in a solution of soft soap and ear- 
bonate of soda, inorder to scour it. Upon 
coming from this bath it is united root end to 
root end and formed into locks that are tied 
near the roots. It afterwards remains to 
render the hair thin and fexibie. To this 
effect it is first placed inearthen pans filled 
with chioruretted water and water mixed 
with hydrochiorie acid, which renders it 
thin and decolorizes it. Then it is immersed 
ina solution of soft soap and chlorate of 

tash, in order to render it less brittle. 
83 adefinite color and shade are given 

A light or blonde shade is obtgined with 
oxygenated water or a eaturatew solution of 
carbonate of potash. To dye it black it is 
bolled for a few hours in a bath prepared 
with a decoction of nutgalls of Campeachy 
wood, in which sulphate of iron is dissolved 
and into which a little sumach ig put in order 
to give it lusterand remove the bluish tint 
my — to the hair of the dead. Finally, it 
s bleached by immersing it several times in 
Daths of oxygenated water, to which a few 
Grops ofammonia have been added. Thus 
prepared, the Chinese or Hindoo hair is sold 
to the hairdressers, who work it to their 
fancy, and afterwards sell it at more or less 
moderate prices. 

The finest hair, forming the second cat- 
egory, is that of France and comprises a 
variety of shades exceeding 100. The most 
beautiful is furnished by Limousin, Brittany, 
Normandy and Beauce, some lots are de- 
rived from young ladies’ boarding-schools 
and from convents. Allof this is eollected 
by traveling men called ‘‘cutters,’’ who 
make their circuit along towards spring and 
visit the villages tO gather their crop. 

In some localities of Brittany and Au- 
vergne, on certain market days, the damsels 
who desire to sell their head of hair get up 
onacask, undo their hair and allow it to 
fall over their shoulders. An auction soon 
begins aud every lot, as soon as cut, is de- 
livered to the Righest bidder for spot cash. 
This product does not pass into the bath, but 
is simply combed and then scoured with 
buckwheat flour. Finally, the third cate- 
gory comprises hair (which, u must be con 
fessed, is classed among the most esteemed) 
derived from the sorting of combines col- 
lected by ragpickers, who stuff it into bags 
just as they find it, solled by dust, felted by 
water aud adhering to the sweepings of 
houses and sell it to small manufacturers, 
who undertake to utilize it. 


SHEARING MACHINES. 


Their General Adoption Now Merely a 
Question of Time. 


The steam shearing plant of Casper, Wyo., 
is said to be receiving liberal patronage on 
account of the superior work done by the 
shearing machines. While the operator is 


notable to make greater speed by machine 
than by hand . he is able to do much 
better work, taking of more wool per head 
and leaving it in better condition and with 
less injury to the sheep. Hand-sheared 
sheep resheared by machinery yielded about 
three -quarters of a pound of wool. 

It would appear as if sheep-shearing ma- 
chines had come to stay in the United States, 
and the only wonder is why the sheep raiser 
has nm so long about adopting them. The 
plant at Casper came from Argentina, where 
they were introduced from Australia, where 
they have been pronounced a great success. 

A series of comparative trials of sheep- 
shearing by hand and by machine, which 
were instituted some time “7° in tie latter 
country, resulted largely in favor of the 
machines. It was found that 1,000 sheep 
could be sheared by Machine for about $10, 
and the yield of wool is about eight ounces

Streets in Divided Sxirts. 


LARAMIE, WYO., HAS’ THE CRAZE, ‘00.

DENVER, Jane 21.—The bifurcated skirt bas 
been adopted by the progressive women of 
Denver with vim and enthusiasm. Forty im- 
mortals—fair members of the Colorado 
Bational Dress Club—got their heads to- 
getber and resolved that for want ot a new 
sensation in the Colorado Capital, Gov. 
Waite having been side-tracked, something 
startling should be attempted. They hit 
upon the divided skirt aud the other day 
paraded unbiushing!y along the Sixteenth 
Street Rialto in iloose-fitting Diouse and 


bloomers. 
Denver is used to sensations, but this one 


discounted all of its predecessors. The shop- 
pers, idlers and business men who hap- 
pened to witness the charge of the Dloom- 
ered brigade at first were aghast, but finally 
vowed that it was the greatest thing for 
Denver that has happened since that other 
epoch-making event, the opening of the new 
Opera-House. The latter was an event 
which placed the Rocky Mountaio metropolis 
ona par with the great cities of the effete 
East. The parade of the Rational Dress 
Club proved that the town was still up to 
date and proud to have the fact publicly 
known. 

It was no sudden hot-weather determina- 
tion on the part of the club. It was the cool, 
calculated and well-thought-out plan of 
several months’ consideration. In fact, the 
dress. reform idea has been slumbering there 
for years. Climatically, Denver is a para- 
dise for the weuker sex except for the winds 


that blow so hard and so continuously, firt- 
ing with their skirts and making locomotion 
tiresome. It wasthis that gave the club its 
first excuse for the reform. 

When the Denver representative of the 
SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcH Called at the pretty 
suburban house of Mrs. Kilton at 935 East 
Elisworth road Jo learn something of the 
personnel of the Colorado Rational Dress 
Oiub he was ushered into the presence of a 
sweet, womanly Uttle matron of perhaps 
two-and-twenty. 

So the SUNDAY Posr-Dierarou wishes to 
tell ite readers something about our ciub?*’ 
asked Mrs. Kilton. ‘‘I had no idea we were 
attracting attention so far East,’’ she said, 
ingenvously. The club was organized sev- 
eral months ago, but it was not until to-day 
that we appeared upon the streets in our 
adopted costume. It was I who first con- 
— the idea of organizing a dress-reform 
club, 

have long been a believer in the need of 
some radical fefor mi in women’s dress, but J 
never had the moral courage to adopt it. On 
the afternoon of one of those vile, windy 
days such as one sees only in Colorado I was 
one ofa party of women who lunched with 
Mrs. Cornwall, who is now our Treasurer, 
We spent the afternoon bemoaning our fate 
and bewalling the fact that custom had im- 
posed upon us the wearing of such an un- 
wieldy costume as the conventional dress, I 
suggested that we organize a dress-reform 
club, and that very day we drew up our 
pledge, and the Colorado Rational Dress 
Olub sprang into existence. *’ 

Mrs. Kiltom was attired, as she always is, 
in the rational dress when the SUNDAY PusT- 
DiIsParce representative called. The cos- 
tume consists merely of a loose-fitting 
blouse, without whalebone or stiffening of 
any kind and bloomers made ofa soft gray- 
ish woolen material. The bloomers at first 
glance do not look unlike the conventional 
skirt, except that they are shorter and clear 
the foor by five or six inches. The costume 
was modest, graceful and becoming. 

Do I find it comforta ble?’’ continued Mrs. 
Kilton, repeating the question. That is the 
greatest argument in aves of the rational 
dress. It is thoroughly comfortable. We re- 
quire no underskirt with this costume and 
thus avoid the carrying of much weight by 
the wearers. The skirtis divided and made 
upon a lining a little shorter and scantier 
than the outside, leaving the limbs perfeetly 
free. itis not fastened at the knee, as Many 
suppose. The shortness of the skirt, while 
necessary from the standpoint of health and 
comfort, has been the chief obstacle in the 
way of general adoption; more women ob- 

ecting tothat than to the division. Par- 
sian fashions, however, have decreed that 
skirts for ordinary wear shall be ankle 
length, and, now that the conventional dress 
is so short, the rational dress will no longer 
be conspicuous. 

„Another thing much in favor of our ra- 
tional dress is that we have entirely dis- 
carded the corset, an article of apparel 
which no pure woman should have ever 
adopted. It is a historical fact that they 
were originally adopted by immoral women 
to please the depraved tastes of men of one 
of the most infamous courts of France. 
These women wore them for the ayowed pur- 
pose of eniarging the abdomen, enlarging 
the hips and sensualising the figure. Again, 
artists tell us that corsets produce a figure 
unworthy of eine processes on canvas or in 
marble, while Dr. Emily Bruce of Boston de- 
clares that more women die annually in this 
country from the effects of this faulty dress- 
ing — from all contagious diseases com- 

ned. 

Do I consider rational dress more becom. 
ing than the conventional one? i certainly 
Go. Artistically the divided skirt is far su- 
perior. Is it not ridiculous for women to 
strive to give the impression that they have 
been created with a solid, block-like body 
reaching fromthe shoulders tothe ground? 
Women are . as well as men. Nature 
never intended a human being to wear a 
round skirt. If we agree with Keats that 
‘Truth is beaaty, beauty truth,’ and judge 
the round skirt by that standard, we cannot 
admire it, for it creates a false impression of 
the outline of the y. 

**Immodest? The question of modesty, 
continued Mrs. Kulton, warmly, is not in- 
volved. What is deemed @ conventional 
dress, and hence a modest one in one coun- 
try, is regarded differentiy in another. Mis- 
sionaries in China tell us that the Chinese re- 
gars our conventional dress the height of 

mmodesty, Decause it outlines the figure, 
their costume being designed to hide the dif- 
erence in the figure of the twosexes. A cer- 
tain class of women in India think we must 
be immoral women, because we do not hide 
our faces with vells when we go upon the 
streets. Yetthe women of both India and 
Ohina weartrousers. Anything e Im- 
modest is immodest the world over. hat 18 
modest for one nation is modest for another. 
Mere custom and prejudice have nothing to 
ao with it.“ 

The officers of the club are Mrs. James E. 
Kiiton, President; Dr. Mary EK. Bates, First 
Vice-President; Mrs. Luey Harrin , Sec- 
ond Vice-President ; Miss Clara Irwin, Secre- 
tary, and Mrs. W. T. Cornwall, Treasurer. 
All of them are prominent in church and s0- 
clety circles in Denver. The membership is 
already over one hundred. 

Mrs. Kilton is the wife of James E. Kilton, 
a prominent lawyer of Denver and a mem- 
ver of the Colorado Legislature, She moves 
in the literary setandisa prominent mem- 
ber of the Woman’s Club. 

The example of the Denver reformers has 
struck deep into the fashionable soil of Lara- 
mie, Wyom., aod other cities of the 
mountain belt, where the woman in a divided 
skirt is no less conspicuous than was the

After obtaining his degree he traveled and 
stadied in Italy and France, until the politi- 
cal movements recalied him to his home. In 
1848 he was editor of the Schleswig-Holstein 
Seiiung, appearing at Kendsburg. In the fall 
of the same year he became Professor of Law 
Mxtraordivary at the University of Leipzig. 
Here also he took part in political move- 
ments. Together with Morits Haupt and 
Otto Jann, he was ecoused of revolutionary 
practices. In spite of his acquittal, the Gov- 
ernment decreed his dismissal! from his post. 
For more than one year he had a hard time. 
But finally, in 1852, the Breslau Academy 
awarded him the prise of honor. That 
brought him the appointment of Professor of 
LaW at the University of Zurich. This posi- 
tion he —— — in 1863 for the same post 
at the University of Breslau. 

Four years later Mommsen was called by 
the Prussian Academy of sciences to conduct 
their great law work, written in the Latin 
language. The Academy of Sciences had al- 
ready engaged Mommsen in i858 as corre- 
spondent. 

In Berlin Mommsen transferred himself to 
the philosophical faculty and commenced tu 
teach Roman history. Inthe middle of the 
70s the Berlin University conferred upon him 
the dignity of rector. Mommsen discontinued 
many yearsago his university teaching in 
order to devote himself entirely to nis scien- 
tine works. His books were legion. As a 
professor of law he made a great name for 
himself by his book Corpus Juris COlvilis.’’ 
His other more prominent books are his 
Roman Researches’’ and his exhaustive 
work dealing with Roman coins. His great 
work, the pride of German science, is his 
Roman State Law in three volumes, the 
Orst dedicated to Gustave Freitag,the second 
to Adalbert DelbruecKk and the third to 
Eduard Zeller. The most famous of all his 
works, however, is his Roman History.’’ 
It Dears the stamp of his genius in the most 
striking form. 

Theodor Mommsen lives in Charlottenburg, 
near Berlin. Heisthe father of many chil- 
dren. The anecdotes about his remarkable 
absence Of mind are numerous. An Ameri- 
can lady had read in a New York paper a 
cablegram reporting that Mommsen had sud- 
denigigied in Berlin. The paper in question 
naturally added along obituary notice, and 
pointed out asa principal feature his great 
stubbornness. She wrote to Mommsen direct, 
inclosing the cutting from the paper with his 
obituary notice. Inreply she received this 
letter in English: 

**HONORED MADAM: I have te thank you for the 
eommunication of my ebituary. May hope that 
the effeetive pesterity will treat me «a little 
more lentently than the anticipated. In any ease, 
neither living ner dead, I shall care. 


**Yours truly,

SWRET BENEDICTINE. 


Ita Seoret Guarded by Frencnmen, Who 
Got It From the Monks. 


Written forthe SUNDAY PoOst-DISPATCH. 

In one of the most romantic districts of 
France, the lower Seine, is the antique abbey 
of a very ancient religious order. The 
records of the Benedictine fraternity date 
back as far as the frst decade of the sixth 
century. Most of their houses appear to 
Dave been noted for the industrial just as 
mach as the ecclesiastical aim or tendency. 
To labor is to pray, seems to have been their 
motto. 

Much doubt exists as to exactly what 
century these monks invented the illustrious 
old liqueur which to this day bears their 
name, Bepedictine, aud wich breathes a 
kind of gentle Denediction on the close of 
many a modern banquet. But no doubt 
exists as to the excellence Sf their product. 
They called it a cordial from the Latin word 
cor, the heart,orcore of the body, because 
they believed it went straight to that spot. 

One jolly old monk used to say that if 
Dives had only had a bottle of Benedictine 
he would never have been sent to Hades, be- 


cause his heart would have been so warmed 
that he would have invited Lazarus to come 
in out of the coid and share his earthly pros- 
perity. - 

Possessed of the secret whieh they had 
wrung from Nature’s bosom, the strange se- 
cret how to concoct this cordial, the monks 
kept it as they found it—a sacred mystery. 
For years at the venerable abbey of Fecamp 
this industry was chiefly located and carried 
on under the shadow of the rose, which 
flower by late mystics is supposed to have im- 
pasted to the fuid its own rich depth of 
color, 

The French Revolation came, and on the 
crest of its crimson Dillows was cradled the 
‘*child of destiny, Napoleon. Gentle, in- 
dustrious, as were the Benedictine monks, 
the Revolution and its Caliban had no use for 
them. They and their famous cordial sank 
into temporary desuetude, But the precious 
secret did not perish. The monks no longer 
make Benedictine, but it still is manufactured 
at Fecamp by a curious corporation, said to 
be composed chiefly of Socialists. 

This bears the odd title Anonymous As- 
sociation of the Distillery of the Benedictine 
Oordiai of the Abbey of Fecamp.’’ It das a 
capital of half a million dollars, and a spe- 
cial * in Paris on tke Hauss- 
mann ulevard. It has no special 
agents in any country; hence, no such 
thing asa Benedictine trust could be possi- 
bie. No one ever yet succeeded in making a 
good counterfeit. Its perfume and its power 
remain a secret, 

The active principle of true Benedictine, 
according to chemical analysis, has been 
found to almost exclusively derived from 
certain herbs which grow in wild abundance 
along the cliffs of Normandy. These are 
gathered and steeped just atthe budding 
period. By thelr nearness to the sea these 
plants absorb bromide, iodide and chloride 
of sodium, and, when transmuted into the 
sugary spirituousness of the liquid form, 
they are lieved not to lose but to actually 
develop and intensify the salutary, enliven- 
ing principles of these salts. Salt ana sugar 
are chemical cousins. *

Dr. Warren G. Priest basa fine library of 
strictly classical books in Latin, Spanish, 
Italian, German, French and English; and 
one of his peculiar guilps is that no book 
goes upon his shelves until the skill of the 
binder has been exhausted to make it ex- 
teriorly attractive.. Dr. Priest has a large 
Napoleonic collection. 

Mr. August Gehner is a book-collector of 
rapidly spreading reputation, and not only 
possesses one of the very largest private 
libraries to be found hereabouts, but of 
Napoleonic literature he is decidedly the 
largest owner. After collecting writings in 
this line for several years, he came into pos- 
session of the entire library of Henry W. 
Williams, upon the death of that gentleman, 
and now has in hand the task of cataloguing 
7,000 volumes. The Napoleonic writings 
alone number 520 volumes, many of which 
came tohiminthe Williams collection. Mr. 
Gehner ig one of the few fortunate local 
owners Of a folio edition of Shakspeare. 


One of the very ‘*bookiest’’ men in St. 
Louls is comparatively a new-comer, 
Mr. Fred W. Lehman, one of the gen- 
eral attorneys of the Wabash Railroad. His 
assemblage of books Dearing upon American 
statecraft and politics is almost compiete, 
but was acqtired under the pressure of ne- 
cessity for thorough equipment as acam- 
paign speakeron national questions. Aside 
from his treasures of American history and 
statecraft in book form, Mr. Lehman has 
given not a little pains tothe collection of 
‘*first editions. One of most 

rized of these is a Domdey & Son, 
ssued, as were most of Dickens’ novels 
originally, in paper form and m parts, this 
novel being issued in twenty installments. 
He hasa highly prised souvenir in a pious 
pamphlet called An Argument to Prove the 
Existence of God,’’ which has the Book plate 
of George Washington, the name being an 
autograph, on the inside of the cover. Of 
American authors he hasfirst editions of 
Longfellow, Hawthorne, Whittier, Curtis 
and Stedman. Then there is a tiny cloth- 
bound volume of Dickens’ ‘‘Christmas Car- 
ols, illustrated by Leach and containing 
numerous colored plates done by hand with 
the most skilifal painstaking. r. Lehman 
has picked up a pair of books of American 
origin that possess definite historic value— 
namely, Cotton Mather’s defense of the 
Salem persecutions for witchcraft and 
Calef’s denunciatory answer to the same. 

Secretary George H. Morgan of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, who is methodical and 
accurate in all ways, hasa set of scrap 
books carefully made up with his own hands, 
Mr. Morgan has a copy of nearly every bit of 

rinted matter with which the Merchants’ 

xchange or its corporate predecessors have 
ever had any official connection, and from 
these scrap ks alone a reasonably accu- 
rate history of the Exchange might be writ- 
ten. Carefully disposed upon the spacious 
leaves of these scrap books are virtually all 
the circulars, reports, programmes, tickets, 
badges, memorials, resolutions, orders, 
rulmgs and ballots upon which che Exchange 
has ever acted, in correct chronological or- 
Ger and, as far as possible, by subjects.

THE MILK INDUSTRY. 


The Best Cows for the Purpose—Legal 
Standard in Different States. 


Of the many benefits conferredon man dy 
the cow, her milk product stands at the 
head, for upon it human lite largely depends. 
The dairy industry of the United states has 
attained enormous proportions in recent 
years, and has made more rapid progress 
than any other branch of agriculture, In 
1850 the number Of milk cows in the country 
was estimated at 4,837,043; in 1890 it had 


risen to 16,512,000, or had more than trebied. 
In addition to tnis there has been a in in 
the milk product, owing tothe introduction 
of improved breeds and Detter cafe and feed. 

The present business depression has cause 
a great. drop in the price of Dutter and 
cheese, two of the most profitable farm in- 
dustries, and even milk has not held its own. 
Whether the selling price of the latter is al. 
ready too low for profit is an open question, 
It could be a good deal dearer and yet afford 
the buyer full value for his —— C for milk 
supplies all the elements of nutrition. Itis 
more wholesome than many meats, partica- 
larly in summer, and, if more lar oly subdsti- 
tuted for them, a higher standard of heal 
would doubtless be the result. 

At present ratesit would seem that the 
middle -man takes too large a proportion of 
the price, considering the work, skill and 
capitalinvolved. Farmers have themselves 
largely to blame for this. Few of them real- 
ize what the milk really costs them. 

Every dairy farmer should keepa milking 
record; by doing sohecould see at a glance 
what cows to keep and which to part with as 
opportunity offered, and could also test the 
various foods and regulate the dietary. 

The first. thing to be considered is how to 
improve the quality of our cows 80 as to get 
the best returns for the money. A good miich 
cow costs no more to keep than a poor one. 
Both require the same amount of feed and 
care, but the rewards are very different, as a 
little figuring will show. Hence, good cows 
are of prime Importance in starting a dairy. 

But by a good cow the writer does not mean 
a Jersey, unless butter isthe product de- 
sired. or milk, the Holstein or shorthorn 
is to be preferred, the former being the bet- 
ter. The mik produced isofa very good 

uality, and the best for drinking purposes. 

or this the milk of the Jersey is entirely 
unsuitable. 

Milk which is very rich in fat is netther 
profitable for the farmer nor desirable for 
the consumer, Itis too rich to be digested 
by children or invalids, who form the great 
bulk of our milk drinkers, and the yield is 
too limited to benefit the farmer. 

Onthe other hand, poor milk is acon- 
temptible fraud, which will starve the sys- 
tem ot the consumer. That there isa golden 
mean has been recognised by the * 4 — 
ofa legal milk standard, which, while vary- 
ing somewhat in the different States, gen- 
erally averages 12 per cent. 

In New England the law calls for a little 
higher standard. New Hampshire requires 
not less than 138 percent of solids in whole 
milk sold for consumption. In Vermont 
there is a standard of 1 per cent, except 
in May or June, when 12 per cent is the ne- 
cessary limit. In Massachusetts the law de- 
mands at least 18 r cent of solids, except 
in May and June, when it is 12 per cent. Rhode 
Island standard is 12 per cent solids, although 
some effort ig being made to raise it to is. 
Oonnecticut has no recent law on the subject, 
the one in force reading: ‘‘The asual test for 

uality and the certificate of analysis of the 

irector of the Connecticut Agricaiturai 
Experiment Station shall be deemed prima 
facie proof of adulteration.“ 

Whatever the standard of his State may 
call for, it will the milk producer to sup- 
pl an even higher grade than the legal one. 
He will thus gain a reputation for a superior 
article and make his customers eager to 
economize in some other quarter.

In the year 1892 those base ball architects 


upon whom devolved the planning of the 


campaign of that year, were laboring under 
the mistaken idea that because the year of 


1891 had not proven financtally successful the 
American people demanded a change. The 
change made was of such a revolutionary 
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character that it overstepped the bounds. 
In formulating the plan of tbe double cham- 


plonship season a superstructure was reared 
which proved to be more ornamental than 


useful. Its designers were theorists, whose 


brainy evolutions looked prettily attractive 


on paper, but who failed signally as practi- 
cal constractionists. The season of 1892 did 
not pan out morejsuccessfully, because the 
American people were given a plan of opera- 
tion of base ball which did not meet with 
their approval, In fact, upon it was placed 
their stamp of disapproval, which was se- 
verely felt in the exchequers of all the clubs 
all along the League line. The year 1898 wit- 


nessed a partial revival of interest in the 


game, with the return of the one-champlon- 
ship season plan of action, which the Amer. 
ican public had so heartily indorsed. 

THE PRESENT SEASON. 

The season of 1894 opened up very aus- 
piciously in the matter of patronage. Base 
ball is pre-eminently the nation’s choice as 
the best of all out-door pastimes. The sea- 
son has started out, you might say brilliant- 
ly, sofarasthe financial returns are con- 
cerned, and both Eastand West have been 
accorded that character of support on the 
part ofthe people which unmistakably de- 
fines their love, loyalty,adherence and advo- 
cacy ofthe gamé. On Decoration Day alone 


there were in the neighborhood of 100,000 


people who witnessed the championship 
games in the East, and had it not rained in 
Brooklyn, where the st. Louis 
Browns played, and in Pittsburg, 
where the Baitimores were scheduled 
but did not play, it is safe to say chat at least 
26,000 more people would have deen added to 
this number. This, considering the diversity 
of counter attraetions in the East, ought to 
be a sufficiently strong commentary upon the 
popularity of the game and of the deep- 
rooted hold it has upon the people. In 
Brooklyn, where the st. Louis Browns 
opened up thelr frst Eastern series 
on May 29 and 30, chilly Diasts that shot 
across the diamond at Eastern Park were 
sufficient to chili the enthusiasm vf the most 
pronounced base ball fan, but a little thing 
like that did not seem to have the slightest 
effect upon the bombastic bursts of approval 
that fairly stormed Dave Foutz’s fortifica- 
tion as the Browns fell victims on Decoration 
Dey. The sharper the wind, with its cutting 
tendency, the more enthusiastic did the peo- 
ple seem to become and they warmed up to 
their bounden duty to cheer onthe Brooklyns 
tojvictory inja manner which sent a cold chill 
down the back of any admirer of the Browns 
who hap ed to de present. A death-like 
stiliness like unto Greenwood pervaded the 
scene on Decoration Day at one stage of the 
game when the Browns were ahead, but it 
was only momentary. The bye: up enthusi- 
asm of the cranks which had evidently been 
bottled and hermetically sealed, u burst 
forth with cyclonic effect and it did not take 
a microscope to discover where the Browns 
were ‘‘at.*’

Thus it is that those evidences of the revi-

Then again, there is a far 
healthier aspect to the game now than there 
Was in the past years of its existence. The 
phenominal pace seen this year in the mat- 
ter of attendance has never been equaled in 
a corresponding period, since base 1 saw 
its birth, June 19, 1846. The game has been 
cleaned up ia the matter of eradication of 
evils in the way of intemperance and those 
of speculative tendencies identified with the 
game for no good pur ers 
nave settled down to a realization of the 
fact that base Dall is a business to which 
honest, faithful application, diligent atten- 
tion, and a resolve to fulfill its obligations 
are paramount in its prosperity. fT’ have 
watched the habits of players this year 
pretty closely, and 1 must say there is now 
an honest, determined purpose on the part 
of men identified with the profession to up- 
hold its dignity, to maintain the standard of 
physical excellence, supplanting a tendency 
in years past to do business on the ‘‘go-as- 
Tou- please order, having a good time in in- 
dulgences, and being a good fellow, often 
Well wet. Ihave never, traveled in all my 
base dall career (and I have been pretty ex- 
tensively over the country) witua a more 
tractable, earnest seteof men than the St. 
Louis Browns. I can safely say that there is 
a higher standard in the matter of manhood 
and morality in the dase ball profession than 
there ever has been at any time before. The 
settled conviction that no indifference, shift- 
lessness and insincerity will be oun- 
tenanced, much less tolerated, has served to 
plant seeds of harmony within the ranks, 
whose propagation is seen in the magnifi- 
cent structure upon which base Dall is 
reared to-day.

Speeches 
were made laudatory of the game, and the 
consensus ofopinion was that base ball in 
its present healthy activity and its splendia 
demonstration ofthe acme of skill on the 
diamond would keep it foremost in the 
hearts of the people as the greatest, the 
grandest, the most glorious and scientific of 
out-door pastimes. Long may it live and 
upon its danners be emblazoned the well- 
earned and well-deserved title of America’s 
national ee. 

When I leave the Browns in the fallto join 
forces with The Derby Wianer, a racin 
play which my friend, Al Spink, editor o 
the Sporting News, will produce this fall, I will 
leave them with my best wishes for the 
future success of dase ball ia 8t. Louis, firm 
in the belief that the St. Louls Browns will 
always do their level best to maintain the 
fair name of the game in st. Louis and to 
creditably and honestly uphold its dignity 
at geome and abroad.

Another Great-Grandchild Added to 
Qneen Victoria's Family. 


DUCHESS OF YORK. 


He May some Day Rule the United King- 
dom—How the Monentous Event Is 
Begarded in Bnogiand—An Offical Whe 
Must Be Present-—The Fife Baby Is 
Out. 


RICHMOND, England, June 28,—The Duchess 
of York, wife of the heir presumptive to the 
throne of Great Britein, was safely delivered 
ofa sun at 9:55 to-night. The Princess. of 
Wales arrived at the White Lodge this morn- 
ing and the doctors were summoned at an 
early hour. By the birth of a son to the Duke 
of York the succession to the British throne 
in a direct male line from the Prince of Wales 
is ase The two sons of the Prince of 
Wales, the eldest tye Duke of Clarencé, was 
extremely delicate and had completely worn 
out bis constitution when he died in 1892. The 
second son, the Duke of York,is not much 
hardier than his brother, andin the spring 
of 1892, when he was seriously ill, his life was 
despaired of. He has always been more healthy 
than his brother. Asa naval officer he has 
taken a great interest in his profession and 
as he was not expected ever to de- 
come heir presumptive he has been able to 
lead an unobtrusive life, following his 
career as a sailor. He is a very slight, fair 
haired, inoffensive looking and gentle man- 
nered young man and has little of the coarse 
Guelph look about him except the distinctive 
prominent eyes. With his brother officers 
he has always been popular and his kindness 
tothe sallors under him as master made 
him the admired of the people. 

The Duchess of York ie the only daughter of 
the Duke and Duchess of Teck. She has sev- 
eral brothers. The Duchess of Teck is a sis- 
ter of the Duke of Cambridge, and her father 
and the father of Queen Victoria, the Duke of 
Kent, were brothers. She is called ‘‘Fat 
Mary by her people, with whom she is very 
popular for her simplicity and Kindness of 
heart. In society she is a greater favorite 
than any other English royal Princess. ne 
Duke of Teck has been very extravagant, and 
for years the Tecks were always in difiicul- 
ties, until finaly an execution was put into 
the Royal Palace of Kensington, where they 
lived, ahd all their effects were sold by pub- 
lic auction. The disgrace was a lesson to the 
Queen, whose meanness was largely to blame 
for the circumstances. By the death of the 
dowager Duchess of Cambridge the Tecks 
have become better off. 

Victoria, Duehess of York,is a young lady of 
splendid physique, who unites with an ami- 
able disposition the great merit in the eyes 
of her fature subjects that she is an English 
woman by birth. For this reason she was to 
have marriea the late Duke Clarence, bat it 
been generally understood at court that she 
has always preferred the Duke of York, and 
the Duke is said always to bave been much 
in love with her and to have lived as lit tie in 
England as possible, because he Knew her to 
be destined for his brother. Failing 
issue to the Duke of York, the 


children of the Duke of Fife, who marriea 
the eldest daughter of the Prince of Wales 
would succeed to the throne. The Prince o 
Wales himself has always had a presenti- 
ment that he would never live to reign.

SMITH ACQUITTED. 


The Populist Lawyer Feund Net Guilty 
of Criminal Libel. 


Kansas Ciry, Kan., June %.—Joseph A. 
Smith, the Populist lawyer who wrote a let- 
ter to Gov. Lewelling last January setting 
forth wholesale charges of boodling and cor- 
ruption on the part of the police authorities 
of Kansas Oity, Kan., was acquitted of the 
charge of criminal libel by a jury in the 
W yandvutte District Court this morning. It 
was Smith's second trial on this charge, the 
jury which heard the testimony at the first 
trial having failed to agree on a verdict. The 
information on which Smith was tried was 
sworn to by 8. 8. King, the Populist author 
and present Police Judge of Kansas City, Kan. 
The prosecution was brought for the pur- 
pose of vindication, but as tne jary failed to 
vindicate King, the cohorts of the Lewelling 
edministration are now in a aecidediy un- 
pleasant position. The trouble between 
smith and the authorities dates back to the 
—1— ot the Lewelling regime. Smita 
had been a leader in Populist p iitics, but in 
the distribution of patronage was ignored. 
In November, he demanded the te- 
moval of two members of the police Board, 
and as he claimed had deen prom- 
ised by Gov. Lewelling that his wishes 
should be granted. When he. visited 
Topeka after the election, he found the Gov- 
érnor dad changed his mind. Swith then 
wrote his letter charging that the reason

Ino. McBain Wants Damages From 
Dr. d. V. Simmons, 


LAST THURSDAY’S STABBING AFFRAY 
CAUSES THE SUIT. | 


The Amount Asked Is for Injuries In- 
filcted—MoBain Visited by His Physi- 
Clansand One Representing Dr. Sim- 
mone-—Progressing Favorably. 


John McBain, who was stabbed in the 
breast on Thursday last by Dr. O. F. Sum- 
mons, filed a suit yesterday afternoon in the 
Otreuit Court asking for $10,000damages for 
injuries inflicted anda consequent inability 
to attend toany kind of business or follow 
his accustomed avocations for some time to 
come, 

In his petition he says that he was em- 
ployed by Dr. O. FT. Simmons 
at 2812 Olark avenue as a book-Keeper 
and that without any provocation or ex- 
cuse while he was attending tothe business 
he was employed to do the defendant (Sim- 
mons) attacked him and stabbed him with a 
Enife, inflicting a dangerous and serious An- 
jury and great anguish of both body and 
mind, and has left him incapacitated for 
sometime tocome, forall of which he asks 
$10,000 damages. Dr. Simmons is the manu- 
facturer of Simmons’ liver medicine, and 
was up toa day or two ago quite prominent 
in Sunday-school eircies. 

Dr. Michael Downes, Dr. Henry H. Mudd 
and Dr. Pinckney French visited the rost 
dence of McBain, No. 2628 Adams street, yes- 
terday afternoon at 8:30 o’clock for the pur- 
pose of making an exploration of the stab 


j Wound inflicted upon McBain by Dr. Sim- 


mons. Drs. Mudd and Downes had been 
called in by Mr., McBain’s family and Dr. 
French bad been sent by Dr. Simmons. The 
physicians had apprehended that the biade 
had probably entered the pleural cavity and 
possibly the lung. The examination, how- 


ever, disclosed the fact that the lung had not 
been touched, and there was 
doudt as to whether ewen the cavity had 
been entered. Asthe patient had no fever 
andthe wound indicated no unfavorable 
symptoms, it was decided not to probe the 
wound orinterfere with a blood ciot which 
wad been discovered at the bottom ot it. It 
was stated that the clotin itself did not sig- 
nify anything of importance, but 
to distarb it might cause 
hemorrhage. The wounded man’s condl- 
tion was considered favorable and unless 
some unexpected complications set in hig 
physicians expect his prompt and early re- 
covery. 

It ia stated that some of Dr. Simmons’ 
friends have already made overtures to Mr. 
‘MecBain’s family to drop the prosecution of 
the case, but that McBain and his friends 
have determined to prosecute the belligerent 
doctor to the bitter end.

Clerk Craig Explains the ‘Methods at 
the Carnegie Mills. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., June 23.—What is in 
some respects the most anportant testimony 
brought out by the congressional committee, 
was given yesterday by Charles Craig, & 
former clerk and assistant heater in the 
Oarnegie mills. While it has seemed highiy 
improbable that the wholesale frauds that 
have already been proved should have been 


‘perpetrated without the knowledge of the 


responsible members of the Carnegie com- 
pany, there has heretofore been no direct 
testimony on that point. Craig, in reply to 
questions from Mr. Talbot, gave i- 
dence which goes a long way to show 
that Assistant Chairman Hunsicker at least 
knew all about the crooked work that went 
on in the press shops and that plates were 
under treated and falsely certified to the 
Government inspectors. Oraig was Supt. 
wline’s clerk for seven months, during 
which time he discharged the same duties as 
did Sill, which have already been described. 
He testified yesterday that while engaged in 
this capacity he was present at a conversa- 
tion between Supt. Cline and Mr. Hunsicker, 
in which Cline urged on the assistant chair- 
man the necessity of erécting more furnaces 
on the ground that with the present 
piant it was impossible to turn 


out the work properly. To this 
ne replied, according to Craig’s testimony, 
that he knew that the Capacity of the mill 


turned out, butthat it was not practicable 
to build any more furnaces at that time. 
Afterward Craig testified that he was in- 
structed by Cline to write a letter to Manager 
Schwab, stating that the mill was over- 
whelmed with work, Oralg gave tuts testi- 
mony frankiy and in a manner that con- 
vinced the committee that he was telling the

EIGHTY KILLED. 


Terrible Explosion in a Mine at Ponrt-y- 
Pridd. 


OrabDorr, Wales, June 28.—A dispatch from 
Pont-y-Pridd, Glamorgan, says that a terri- 
bie explosion occurred this afternoon in the 
Albion colllery, near that place, Two hun- 
dred miners were buried beneath the debris 
of the mine. 

Itis estimated that eighty miners were 
killed either by the explosion or by the fall - 
ing earth and rock. Theforce of the explo- 
sion may be judged from the fact that a beam 
fifteen inches by fifteen inchesand twenty 
feet long was blown a considerable dis- 
tance from the top of the shaft. 
Several parties of volunteers in the 
work of rescue descended into the pit this 
evening. Every possible effort is being 
made to save the imprisoned miners who are 
yet alive and to rescue the bodies of the 
dead, but the galleries are so choked with 
wreckare that it is feared the survivors will 
not be reached until to-morrow morn- 
ing.

The situation in cotton bas undergone no 
change, and the market seems to be badly in 
need of some kin1 of a stimulant in order to 
arouse interest, the conditions being about 
alike both in this conntry and in Liverpool. 
The reports received regarding the growing 
crop have been of such a fattering nature 
that there has been little disposition to buy 
cotton on part of speculators,yet the demand 
for consumption has been sufficient to pre- 
vent a decline. Crop advices would indicate a 
much larger yield than last year, and with a 
stock in Liverpool sufficient to supply the 
spinning demand and leave a large surplus 
at the beginning of the new crop year, there 
is little wonder that spinners have been in- 
clined to go slow and trust to the future. 
While conditions regarding the growing 
crep have been so uniformly favorable, the 
progress of the plant is, nevertheless, 
watched with interest as it enters into the 
most critical time of its existence, and any 
sot- back in its growth or condition would 
have an immediate effect upon the market. 
Trade conditions show no improvement. 


The situation in hay was more favorable 
this past week than forsometime. The fav 
orable factors were light receipts and a con 
tinued steady demand, particularly for the 
best grades of timothy and new prairie. Re- 
ceipts were 1,720 tons, against 2,642 tons the 
week before, ‘and shipments 49: tons against 
889. The top grades of timothy were in 
steady demand all week, local dealers as a 
rule all being in the market for supplies, 
which kept the offerings well cleaned up 
from day to day and sustaining a strong

The butter question seems to be more 
agitated the present year than for any three 
previous years. in factevery feature of its 
existence seems to be under consideration. 
In the early part of the year large numbers 
of State dairy meetings dad been held, 
wherein much more interest than usual was 
manifested. Then an extensive meeting was 
held in Chicago, attended by delegates from 
almost every State inthe Union. The result 
was the formation of a National Dairy 
Union. 

the evident ability of the men who at- 
tended was remarked at the time. Unlike 
other meetings, there were no individual 
axes to grind, and what was done and 
to be done was intended for the good of all. 
There was alsoa huge national dairy meet- 
lag at Cleveland, soon after that at Chicago. 
Since then the fruit has begun to show up by 
the formation of auxiliary unions in the 
counties of each State, organized by cream- 
ery owners, dairymen and farmers gener- 
aily. 

‘the object of those organizations ts to im- 
prove the manufacture of butter and also 
protect the industry from the imposition of 
the oleomargarine manufacturers and sellers 
who place it to consumers as butter. 

The results, so far, have been quite satis- 
satisfactory. Restricting laws being passed 
in some States. while prosecutions, severe 
fines and even imprisonment followed in 
other States. 

Another important butter question, the es- 
tablishing of prices, is now under consider- 
ation. Elgin nas ruled the roost 30 
far, not to the satisfaction 01 
the me jority. however. as com- 

laints are long, loud and oft-repeated. 
Tus St. Louls market felt their heavy hand 
a Gey, and were unwise enough 
time and again to advance prices to suit the 
Eigin board’s ruling, wuen their own judg- 
ment und all indications plainly told them it 
was a foolish move and hurtful to their in- 
terest, yet must do as bid. st. Louis kicked, 
so has New York, Boston, Philadelphia—in 
fact, every market that receive: these goods. 
To Chicago’ s credit they not only kicked, but 
kept kicking. In addition to kicking they 
conciuded to act. The result is now that 
they are running independent of Elgin and 
establishing their own prices, not only 
weekly, but daily, with good results. It is 
useless to say this will not last. Nowhere 16 
it better Known than in Uhicago how Elgin 
and oleo manufacturers worked in unison. 
It the EBigin board does not rely on supply 
and demand in future to regulate prices they 
may find out their mistake when too late.

THE FUTURE OF AFRICA. 


Colonization Schemes Proposed by Mrs. 
May French Sheldon. 

New York, June 28.—The future of Africa 
in general and of a section on the Eastern 
Coast, north of Zanzibar in particular, has 
deen the burden of Mrs. May French Shel- 
don’s thoughts sinceshe traveled through 
Africain short skirts to gain fame for der- 
self. In her lectures before geographical 
societies, and during her stay at the Colum- 
bian Exposition, she has spoken of the pros- 


pect of colonizing Eastern Eqtatorial Africa, 
and she has now developed plans for u new 
nation in the dark continent. She explained 
her scheme to the Post-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent to-day. 

She first introduced Dr, Arthur Elliott, as 
My personal physician, who is to accom- 
pany me abroad, and Mrs. Noran Gridley, 
ss My confidential secretary.’’

MASON AND 
DIXON'S LINE. 


Where It Ran and the Border 
War That Made It Necessary. 


HOW IT BECAME AN HISTORIC, LINE. 


1 


What is Mason and Dixon’s’’ line? 

It would be sate to say that these words, 
which once expressed as few others did the 
conflict of half a century, would suggest to 
nine people out of every ten the southern 
boundary of Pennsylvania and the Ohio 
River. Some would no doubt make it incluace 
the 86 deg. 80 min. parallel, north of which 
slavery could not de introduced in 
the Territories west of the Missis- 
sippi River, according to the pro- 
visions of the Missouri compromise. 
Some well-informed persons might remem- 
ber that it was the parallel 89 deg. 48m. 28. 38 
forming the boundary line between Pennsy!- 
vania and Maryland. 

All of these definitions are true— more or 
less. 

Accurately described Mason aud Dixon’s 
line begins at Cape False, known when the 
line was run as Cape Henlopen, the south- 


a tract bounded on the west by the Dela- 
ware River, from twelve miles north of New 
Castle, and on the south by a circle drawn 
at twelve miles distance from New Castile, 
northward and westward to the fortieth de- 
gree of north latitude, and thence by a 
straight line west ward. 

Penn dictated the boundaries but was sur- 
prised and dismayed to find that New Castie 
was twenty miles south of the fortieth par- 
allel. Evidentiy a twelve-mile radius was 
too short. Penn besieged James, the Duke 
of York, and not vainly. for New Castle 
with territory twelve miles around it an 
the land bounding on the Delaware south- 
ward to Cape Henlopen. This land was in- 
cluded in the territory of Maryland, granted 
in 1632 to George Calvert, Lord Baltimore,

was meantime, for several years, a scene of 
bloodshed, riot and disorder. Sixty families 
of German Paiatines threw off the supre- 
macy of Maryland, Penn having offered 
them exemption from taxation. Sheriffs on 
both sides summoned posses and made ex- 
cursions into the debatable territory carry- 
ing off prisoners and booty. In 1731 a tem- 
porary line was established. 

The matter got into chancery and did not 
get out again until 1750. 

Lord Hardwicke then ordered the agree- 
ment to de carried out, decreeing that by 
Cape Henlopen was meant a point at Fen- 
wick’s Island, fifteen miles south of the 
present cape. 

erick Calvert entered into another 
agreement with the Pennsin 1760 to finally 
end the dispute by carrying out the agree- 
ment of 1782. 

However, at the end of three years, their 
commissioners had done little more than 
measure the radius of the twelve-mile circie 
and the distance across the peninsula. 

For the completion of the work, the Penns 
and Frederick Calvert, ali of whom were in 
London in August, 1763, engaged Messrs. 
Charlies Mason and Jeremiah Dixon. The 
surveyors arrived in Philadelphia, Nov. 15, 
and began their survey soon afterwards. 

The work was interrupted late in 1767 by 
the emissaries of the S Nations. It was 
completed to the western boundary of Pena- 
syivania in 1782-84 by other parties. 

The surveyors erected at the terminus of 
every mile except the fifth astone having 
F. on one side and M. on the other. Every 
fifth mile post bore instead of the let- 
ters thearms of the Penns and Calverts. 
The stones were cut in England and set u 
regularly as far as Sideling Hill, wherea 
wheel transportation had to eease.

ranges as far as the summit of the Alle- 
ghany, beyond which a line of posts sur- 
rounded with stone and earth marked the 
boundary. 

Owing to the removal of a number of these 
landmarks, through ignorance and careiess- 
ness, considerable doubt prevailed halt a 
century later as to the exact location of the 
original line in many —— 

In 1842 three commissioners representing 
the three States resurveyed a portion of the 
line. They found the work of Messrs. Mason 
and Dixon very accurate and reliable. 

But this was long after the imagination of 

iticlans and statesmen had carried the 
ine to the mouth of the Ohio River and be- 
yond the southern boundary of Missouri and 
were prepares for the final struggle which 
should annihilate the distinction between 
free and slave States.

OUR FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS GIBRALTARS.

A year ago when the panic was at its 
height, when money was tight and credit al 
most suspended, when business houses and 
banking institutions were failing in almost 
every city in the country, even Chicago, with 
all its bombast, its vanity and hatred of St. 
Louis, was obliged to note the fact that the 
banks of this city stooa like Gibraltar 
throughout the entire crisis, without a sin- 
le failure, or even the fear of one. 

St. Louis weathered the financial gale 
Detter than any other city in the United 
States. 

Aud not only was it remarked in the terri- 
tory tributary in a mohetary sense to St. 
Louis and in those cities closely related in a 
business way, but the centers of 
capital in the East, and even in London, ap- 
preciated the commercial solidity of this 
place, and the fact that they did can be 
shown in no clearer way than by an exami- 
nation of the bidding for the recent.munici- 


pal bond issue from these points. It was un- 
paralleled and indicated the feeling abroad 
as to the financial status here. 

And what has made st. Louis so firm? 
Nothing more nor less than the able, conser: 
vative methods of the banks. 


institutions have taken to heart in a business 
way the biblical story of the house which was 
built on the sands. They have learned 
by experience that it is better 
to grow rich slowly by honest 
effort and legitimate means rather than 
swiftly by wild speculation. They have al- 
ways held part of their forces in reserve, so 
that when the crash came they were not 
Caught unprepared. The depositors in the 
St. Louis banks never lost a dollar. No 
higher encomlum than this can be paid to 
the honesty, integrity and shrewdness of st. 
Louis financiers. 

Banking is just eighty-one years old in St. 
Louis. ‘ihe first institution of this kind in 
the city was known as the Bank of St. 
Louis.’’ It was incorporated in 1814, but not 
until three years later did it get down to 
business. It started with a capital stock of 
$100,000—not a large sum of money for these 
days of immense wealth, when single depos- 
tors ofter have twice this on account. 
Samuel Hammond was its first Presi- 
dent. This bank had deen so long 
in opening its doors that while its organiza- 
tlon was being perfected another one, with 
Auguste Chouteau as president, was started 
on the way and was incorporated in 1817 with 
a capital stock of $250,000. 

Neither of these banks long survived, ow- 
ing to the immense amount of paper money 
which was put in issue. They blew up 
until they burst, the Bank of St. Louis“ in 
1817 and the Bank ot Missouri“ in 1822. St. 
Louis had no banking facilities from the 
latter date until 1829 when, by the efforts of 
John J. O'Fallon, a branch of the United 
States bank at Philadelphia was opened here 
and since that time the number and finan- 
clal power ofthe banks has kept pace with 
the growth of the city. 

There are at present twenty-six banks in 
the city, representing a capital of $16,950,000 
anda total deposit of $66,560, 686.49, according 
to the last official statement published in the 
SUNDAY PostT-DisPpatca, June 10. There 
have been times when the number of banks 
were largely in excess of those now in St. 
Louis, as for instance in 1868, at ths organ- 
ization af the Clearing House, when there 
were thirty-Ove, yet the volume of dusiness 
transacted is at present much greater. 

St. Louis has not always been on so firma 
foundation as it is at present in the bankin 
line. Until this last erisis St. Louis suffere 
with the other cities, Dut she learned a ies- 
son. As State Treastrer of Missouri Lon 
Stephens said in his Chicago speech a year 
ago, in speaking of the history of banking in 
Missouri, *‘‘Panics have become milestones 
to mark its progress. 

After the panic of 1887 came the frst 
chartered State institution. The panic of 
1857 marked the change from the old State 
banking to the free banking system, and the 
panic of 1873 laid the foundation for the bust - 
ness conservatism which has enabled the 
institutions of this city to sucessfully 

ss through the .crisis of 1893. Just 

fore those better days of 73 banks had 
multiplied here until they had gone away 
and beyond thelegitimate bounds of busi- 
ness. In the wild race for wealth 
shrewd business men lost their 
heads. Fierce competition urged the 
banks to offer higher and higher rates of in- 
terest. When the crash came they were 80 
hopelessiy entangled that one failure fol- 
lowed another until the very foundations of 
the city were shaken. But when the shock 
was over and the smoke hed cleared away 
the disenchanted seekers for wealth saw the 
errors of their way and on the old ruins they 
have built up a system which now isthe 
envy ofthe whole land.

Why the sport 
is not more popular it is impossi- 
ble to say, but the reason for its 
not being played in schools is 
naturally because not being. a 
popular college game the scholastic 
athletes do not see any use in go- 
ing into systematic training when 
they see no good to be gained from 
it in the future, 

The game of lacrosse, however, 
isa most fascinating one to play 
and to watch, and a little descrip- 
tion of the methods of playing and 
the advantages of the sport may 
be enough to induce some boys to 
get up a team, and try to find an- 
other to arrange matches with. 
As far as rules go, the game is 
simple. The fleld—and you need 
not have a perfectly level one, 
either, although itis better, if 
possible—should be 125 yards long, 
and somewhat of the proportion of 
a foot ball field, though you 
can adjust the width to the 
particular pasture At your disposal. 
At each end in the middle of the 
width of the field there are to be 
two poles set firmly into the 
ground six feet apart, each being 
six feet high.

TRICKS WITH EGGS. 


Now, little Marr readers, who 
are preparing to go away on their 
vacations or others who stay at 
home and expect to have company 
from somewhere else, prepare to 
give your little friends some sur- 
prises and send them away able to 
surprise their friends in turn. 
Eggs are cheap now and you can 
afford to spoila few in preparing 
for the trick illustrated by this in- 
teresting cut.

that are rich in thistle, honey- 
suckle and clover should be vis- 
ited. 8 places are also fre - 
quented by these insects. After 
sundown the sphinx may be seen 
hovering over the evening prim- 
rose and other tubudal flowers. 
Night flying moths are found most- 
ly in the woods. In the city 
splendid specimens may be caught 
near the electric lights. Beetles 
are found almost everywhere, un- 
der the bark of partly decayed 
trees, under stones, in dung 
heaps or anywhere. 
To prepare specimens for the 
wasps, butterflies 
moths (see Fig. 2), two-winged 
flies, dragon flies, eto. , are pinned 
through the middle of the thorax. 
The locusts, katydids, etc., are 
pinned through the shield, about 
the same place. Bugs, harvest 
flies, etc., through the triangular 
iece about the middle of the back. 
Meetles are pinned through the 
right wing, so that the pin passes 
through the body and comes out 
between the second and third pair 
of legs (See Fig. 3). Ordinary 
pins may be used, but it is best to 
use entomological pins, which can 
be had at any naturalists’ su ply 
store. After having pinned the 
insects they are then placed in 
forms.

Naturalization is sometimes 
an enlargement of dutiesas a citizen, for 
one may obtain new rights in another 
country, while at the same time he is obliged 
to hold himself subject in a degree to his 
former — For instanee, he cannot 
escape from a European country and at once 
become a citizen here in order to avoid mill- 
tary auty to which he might have been sub- 
ject where he lived. 

Naturalization is not fully accomplished 
until there has been not only a change of rul- 
ers, but of linen. The Mormon church might 
have sustained itself and been alive and weill 
to-day bad it adhered to this principle. 

There must also have been an actual inten- 
tion from the first to become a citizen of the 
new country. To decome a citizen merely 
for the purpose of obtaining a divorce or a 
temporary honeymoon will be in all cases 
ruled against most severely by all courts ex- 
cept those of Grand Forks, N. D. 

Naturalization should, so far as may be, be 
attended to in cool weather and so far as pos- 
sible at a reasonable distance from where
